Who should 


sweep streets 
in Jerusalem?

The Jerusalem Merchants Associa- 
tion yesterday assailed a proposed 
Municipal by-law requiring shop- 
keepers to sweep the sidewalks in 
front of their premises. 

In a sardonic statement issued to 
the press, the association declared: 
“Since the Municipality has failed 
in its effofts to keep the city centre 
clean, we hereby offer to establish 
8 corporation to do the job — The 
Centre City Sanitation Company Ltd. 
Our offer carries with it but one 
condition: that the Municipality can- 
cel its business taxes, which are 
already the highest in the country. 

Association secretary Avraham 
Birnbaum told The Post the regula- 
tion would “steal a merchant's sell- 
ing time while meking him a street- 
sweeper.” He said he could not under- 
stand why the Municipality should 
hire a corps of sanitation inspectors 
to check up on the merchants when 
it could just as well hire a corps 
of sanitation workers to keep the 
streets clean.

JSR4Eu's metal industry started | 
shooting ahead after the Six 


Day War, but its main objective 


was the internal market. Shocked by 
the French arms embargo, the 
country decided to concentrate every 
effort on developing its own sources 
of weapon supplies. The present 
Metals Week heralds a new change 
of direction. This time the main 
effort is going to ‘be exports. 
Figures worked out by the Minis- 
try of Commerce and Industry give 
substance to these observations, Tn 
1965, total output in the metal in- 
‘(at 1971 ᾿ prices) was 
1.1,870m. This year the figure will 
top I14,000m. By 1976 production 
will come to 1L6,500m., and in 1981 


ἦν it will reach IL9,900m., or almost 


two-and-a-half times the 
level.

Enlarged Mart meets 


on developing countries 


BRUSSELS '(Reuter). Foreign 
ministers of the nine countries of 
the enlarged Common Market met 
bere yesterday to tackle a number of 
problems concerning relations with 
developing countries but with little 
prospect of making substantial pro- 
gress. 

The main item on the agenda is 
future relations between the en- 
Jarged EEC and the countries of 
the Mediterranean Basin. Most of 
these countries have bilateral agree- 
ments with the present six-nation 
community. It has been agreed in 
principle that the long-term aim is 
to standardize these agreements, 
which vary widely from country to 
country, in the so-called “global ap- 


But until this principle can δὲ 
epplied, the agreements require 
urgent technical adaptations to take 
acount of the entry of three new 
BEC members on January 1. 

‘The Mediterranean countries are 
particularly worried that without 
these necessary adaptations, their 


agricuiturai exports to the British 
market will suffer. 

Ynformed sources said, however, 
that the BEC nine are uniikely to 
be able to work out a solution this 
week satisfactory to themselves or 
acceptable to the Mediterranean 
countries, 


Similar considerations form the 
background to the ministers’ discus- 
sions between the Community and 
Cyprus. Negotiations have ‘been 
going on for a preferential associa- 
tion agreement between the island 
and the Community, but the Cypriots 
want assured access to their tradi- 
tional British market under the 
association agreement, since they 
fear that without it they may lose 
out to competitors from Portugal. 

One idea being floated among the 
nine ig to try to work out a global 
approach to relations with the Asian 
countries interested in closer ties 
with the BEC — India, Pakistan, 
Bangladesh, Indonesia, Malaysia, 
‘Singapore and the Philippines.

against a judgment of the Haifa 
District Court: delivered on Septem- 
ber 2, 1971 (in C.C. 1480/68). 

The late Salameh Abu Salah was 
‘killed in a traffic accident while 
riding in a pick-up truck, owned 
by Hussein Abu Hemed. The truck 
had been insured by the Ararat In- 
surance Company — the appellants 
against third party risks; ‘but 
use of the truck was limited in 
the insurance policy to carriage of 
passengers and goods in connection 
policy-holder’s ‘business; 
and to pleasure and domestic use.

* defined in the policy, out under the

At the time the accident occurred 
the truck was being used to trans- 
port apples and was being driven 
Dy the owner's partner in his mar- 
keting business.

The Dis- 
trict Court allowed the claim for 
“compensation, however, awarding the 
deceased's dependents compensation 
which included, inter alia, IL6,000 
for loss of expectation of life, pain 
and suffering. 

The insurance company appealed 
against. the District Court's: finding 
that they were liable, while the de- 
ceased’s dependents cross-appealed 
against the sum awarded for loss of 
expectation of life and against the 
sum of 114,500 awarded them for 
costs and advocate’s Tees.

Tf this were indeed the case, held 
Justice Witkon, the insurance com- 
pany should not have issued a po- 
licy to an insuree such as the own- 
er of the truck without warning him 
that his policy was practically 
worthiess, For while an insurance 
company is entitled to restrict the 
coverage which an insurance 0- 
licy provides to certain business 
uses, it is not entitled to make an 
empty letter of an insurance policy. 
The appellants, therefore, could not 
rely on the description of the truck- 
owner's trade as “serving in the 
Border Police” in order to avoid its 
responsibilities under the policy. 
{ες also C:A. 608/70, 1 PD. 257 
783). 

Justice Witkon then went on to 
dismiss the appellants’ further argu- 
ment that in any event the truck 
had not been used in the policy- 
holder’s ‘business ‘but in that of 
partnership, noting that the Sup- 
reme Court had already held that 
the business of a partnership is the 
business of each individual partner 
(See C.A. 608/70 above). © 

‘After holding that the appeal 
should be dismissed, Justice Witkon 
went on to consider the cross-ap- 
peal against the amount of com- 
pensation awarded and the advo- 
¢ate's fees. He agreed with the res- 
pondents; he held, that the District 
Court had been too ungenerous in 
awarding only 116,000 for loss of 
expectation of life, pain and suffer- 
ing, and thought that this sum 
should be increased by 725,000. As 
to the advocate's fees, he agreed 
once More with the respondents. He 
held, that the sum of 114,500 for 
advocate’s fees and costs Was 100 
little and that it should be increased 
to IL9,000 which was in accordance 
with the minimum stale fixed by 
the Chamber of Advocetes. 

Justice Cohn 

In concurring with Justice Wit- 
kon, Justice Cohn added an obser- 
vation on the question of compen- 
sation for loss of expectation of Ufe. 


The District Court he noted, bad 
followed the prevalent rule in the. 
English courts that compensation 
under this head should tbe kept to 
& minimum (see Benham v. Gambl- 
ing, 1941, A.C, 157). However, he 
continued, the Supreme Court had 
already criticized this rule and a 
simular attitude could be discerned 
in other common law countries (see 
Posser on Torts, 8rd ed. pp.930-2).

HAIFA, — The Isracl Shipping Ἐπ- 
search Institute yesterday started 
an independent study of the 10 to 
15 per cent freight rate increases 
announced by the Zim company 
and the shipping conferences for 
January 1.
